New Force of Dry Detectives 
Will Start on the Trail of 
the Festive Bootlegger and 
Chase the Blind Tiger to His 
Lair.

Washington, July 1. (United Press.) 
—On the occasion of the second birth­ 
day 
of national 
prohibition 
today, 
Federal 
Prohibition 
Commissioner 
Roy Haynes was building up his en­ 
forcement army of dry detectives for 
a new onslaught on bootleggers and 
enemies of the Volstead Law. 
Haynes 
plans to make the third 
^jrear of national prohibition a much 
• jiore near bone dry period than the 
* nrst two, be said. 
Beginning .today, 
the prohibition unit will be able to 
draw on a new appropriation of more 
than 12,000,000 to fill places of de­ 
tectives and inspectors laid off be­ 
cause cash ran out forty days ago. 
More than 700 enforcement 
agents 
were laid off i n May because the 1921 
appropriation ran out. 


With new funds available, however, 
Haynes is in a position to engage new 
and trained workers and throw into 
each big city a flying squadron of dry 
sleuths 
to terrify 
bootleggers and 
proprietors of alleged soft drink em­ 
poriums who secretly try to deal out 
better t h a n one-half percent beer. 


The prohibition unit will begin the 
new year with a more nearly perfect 
system as a second line of defense 
against bootlegging and illegal sales 
and underground distribution of con­ 
traband booze. 


Booze Courts Next. 
To 
make the year more 
nearly 
pleasing to prohibition 
enforcement 
officials. Congress soon will be asked 
by Attorney General Daugherty to 
set up a system of booze courts which 
will transact only business relating to 
prohibition enforcement. 
With these 
courts in operation, retribution in the 
shape of heavy tines and jail terms 
Will be dealt out with little delay to 
persons 
caught 
running 
the rum 
blockade of dry detectives. Delay in 
bringing violators to justice because

all big cities are clogged with prohi­ 
bition cases, has been one of the fac­ 
tors making prohibition laws hard to 
enforce,- according to government of­ 
ficials.

Haynes and a few government offic­ 
ials believe that real 100 per cent 
pure prohibition can be clamped down 
on the entire country. 


Prohibition, they point out, is too 
new to be completely ' effective at 
once. But progress toward complete 
dryness is being 
made daily, 
they 
say, backed by a rapidly developing 
public sentiment for absolute and im­ 
partial enforcement of the law. 


Wartime prohibtion, when the coun­ 
try took its first step towards a dry 
basis, began two years ago today. On 
that day all sales of liquor for intern­ 
al consumption was prohibited by law. 
This measure, however, was intended 
to be merely temporary and to con­ 
tinue in effect only for a short time 
after the close of hostilities. But be­

) Normally active trading did not de- 
frdop during the past month, and few 
tigns of improvement are apparent in 
(the busines aworld at this time. Buy­ 
ers in all lines are cautious, confining 
pnrchases for the most part to ^oods 
Heeded for immediate 
consumption, 
and placing future orders of only lim­ 
ited size. 


Not all industries, indeed, are fa- 
(Vored with even restricted future buy­ 
ing, iron and steel being a notable 
example. The last four weeks have 
been one of the worst periods ever 
eperienced in that business. The de­ 
mand suffered a further relapse, pri­ 
ces declined in spite of the attempted 
stabilization, and production 
sched­ 
ules were reduced to a point less than 
26 per cent of the industry's capacity. 
Shipbuilding plants are in the throes 
ot still greater depression; no new 
orders are being received, operations 
are confined to the completion of ships 
already under construction, and many 
t>ld orders are being cancelled. 


The demand for petroleum, both 
fcrude and refined, is, poor, and that 


SOT bituminous and anlliracite 
coal 
but little better. 
Building operations 
are still hampered by the strike in the 
allied trades and, as a result, sales of 
building materials are small. Textiles 
''are in a much better posiiton, but 
their condition has not improved since 
last month. 
Silk goods are moving jn 
good volume at firm quotations, and 
the raw silk market 
has recovered 
from its recent decline. The call foi 
cotton and woolen goods is fair, but 
yarns and the raw slocks are moving: 
elowly. 
Knit goods,-as a group,, are 
in good spot demand, but there is still 
much to be desired in the way o: 
orders for future delivery. Full fash­ 
ioned hosiery is in urgent request, ow­ 
ing to the scarcity created by the 
strike in the Philadelphia mills. At 
the present time, there are no sign.

cf a break in this deadlock, though it 
has existed 
since the attempt was 
made at the first of the year to re­ 
duce wages 15 per cent. 


The "shoe situation is encouraging 
'Orders for fall <!elivery are being re­ 
ceived daily, and the industry is as­ 
suming a more normal aspect. The 
leather market for 'the first time in 
»lmost a year showed definite signs 
of improvement. The demand broad­ 
ened and much activity was displayed 
in lines which hitherto had been al­ 
most totally neglected. A most fa­ 
vorable development.was the increas-fl 
t d export call. Prices of the more 
desirable leathers advanced sharply- 
late in May; but this in a measure 
nerved to check buying, and as a re­ 
sult quotations have reacted slight'
